The School Board beg to submit the following report: 

The.teachers who have taught in our schools the past 
year are: Mrs. Etta W. Goodwin of this town, the Sulli- 
van school; Miss Lottie Tibbets of South Berwick, the 
Quamphegan school; Miss Katharine E. Neary of South- 
boro, Mass., taught the spring term and one week of the 
fall term in the Turnpike school, when she resigned her 
position. Miss Arline Weeden of Somersworth, was en- 
gaged to finish the term, but on account of-illness was 
obliged to resign, and her brother, Mr. Ernest Weeden, 
very kindly finished out the term. Mr. George W. Gray 
of Dover, has taught the winter term. 

The school Board has deemed it best to temporarily 
close the Rollins school, and transport the few scholars 
to the Sullivan school until the number of pupils will 
warrant a school in the district. 

The School Board would again. urge parents to re- 
member Chapter 93, Section 14, of the school law: 
Parents required to send children to school, 
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When children average but a few consecutive weeks 
in school during the school year, the progress they make 
in their studies is small and their interest is lacking. 

Should this law be ignored in the future as it has been 
in the past, a truant officer will be a necessity in the 
rural districts.
